(12)  Urged  state  conventions  to 
study  “pastor's  minimum  salary 
plans”  under  way  in  some  states 
looking  to  a  boost  in  minimums 
for  full-time  Baptist  workers. 

(13)  Asked  churches  individually, 
or  in  cooperation  with  other  Chris¬ 
tian  bodies,  to  plan  appropriate  ob¬ 
servances  to  mark  the  publication 
next  September  of  the  American 
Standard  Revised  Version  of  the 
Bible. 

(14)  Urged  the  enactment  of  leg¬ 
islation  “which  will  bring  consis¬ 
tency  and  uniformity  in  the  mar¬ 
riage  and  divorce  laws  of  our  na¬ 
tion.” 

In  other  resolutions  the  delegates 
called  for  a  nation-wide  revival  i 
through  the  local  churches,  the  in¬ 
auguration  of  "every  member  en¬ 
listment  campaigns,  and  the  re¬ 
cruitment  of  missionary  c  a  n  d  i* 
dates  from  Baptist  young  people. 
They  also  asked  continued  coopera¬ 
tion  with  other  denominations,  con¬ 
tinuance  of  the  “Point  Four”  pro¬ 
gram,  and  vigorous  support  for  the 
United  Nations. 

A  total  budget  of  $6,800,000  for 
the  1952-53  fiscal  year  was  adopted. 
The  new  budget  is  about  $600,000 
below  last  year's. 

The  delegates  also  approved  a 
I  finance  committee’s  recommenda- 
]  tion  that  there  be  two  special  of¬ 
ferings  during  the  coming  year  for 
j  the  benefit  of  the  national  socie¬ 
ties  and  boards.

He 
succeeds  Dr.  Kenneth  Scott  Latou- 
rette,  professor  of  Oriental  History 
and  Missions  at  Yale  University.

N.  Y.,  treasurer. 

Mr.  Dawson,  an  investment  brok¬ 
er,  is  s  long-time  member  of  the 
North  Shore  Baptist  church  here. 
He  has  been  a  teacher  and  general 
superintendent  of  its  Sunday  School 
for  ten  years,  and  a  deacon  for  17. 
He  has  just  ended  two  terms  as 
president  of  the  Chicago  Baptist 
Association,  and  was  a  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  National  Council  of 
American  Baptist  Men  for  several 
years.

A*  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  said 
in  his  essay,  “Civilization,  The 
true  test  of  civilization  is  not  the 
census,  nor  the  size  of  cities,  nor 
the  crops — no,  hut  the  kind  Rf 
man  the  country  turns  out.”  This  , 
“kind  of  man”  is  first  a  child  in  ^ 
the  family.  In  the  family,  he  learns 
the  values  with  which  he  guides 
his  entire  life.  The  father  has  a 
great  responsibility  for  the  instill¬ 
ation  of  those  values.  But,  as  Dr. 

O.  Spurgeon  English  and  Con¬ 
stance  J.  Foster  say  in  their  book, 
“Fathers  Are  Parents,  Too,”  pub¬ 
lished  recently  by  G.  P.  Putnam’s 
Sons,  (The  father)  “has  allowed 
himself  to  he  unseated.  Under  the 
1  pressure  of  serving  as  a  breadwin¬ 
ner,  he  has  often  lost  sight  of  any 
i  other  goal  or  purpose  in  life.  He 
has  failed  to  understand  his  psy¬ 
chological  role,  play  it  faithfully, 
a  and  appreciate  its  full  significance 
e  in  the  growth  and  development  of 
r  his  children  ...  our  ability  to  cope 
I-  with  this  troubled  world  would  be 
e  enormously  increased  by  an  effort 
e  on  the  part  of  fathers,  especially,  to 
gain  more  insight  into  the  needs 
■r  and  developmental  requirements 
p-  of  their  sons  and  daughters, 
ig  Many  who  read  this  still  have  a 
ie  living  father.  Ours  passed  on  years 
a  ago.  If  in  heaven  now  he  can  read

LATIN  AMERICA 
Dr.  Everett  Gill,  Jr.,  the  Board’s 
secretary  for  Latin  America,  re¬ 
ported  that  the  Board  has  recently 
received  a  full  report  on  continu¬ 
ing  religious  persecution  in  Colom¬ 
bia  from  February  15  through 
March  31,  1952,  compiled  by  Dr. 
Luis  A.  Quiroga,  executive  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Evangelical  Federation  , 
of  Colombia.  The  report  includes  ( 
29  singlespaced  mimeographed  ( 
pages  of  attacks  on  evangelical 
Christian  churches  and  members, 
based  on  signed  statements  of  eye 
witnesses  and  victims,  or*by  peo¬ 
ple  with  first  hand  knowledge  of 
the  atrocities. 

Dr.  and  Mrs  George  A.  Bowdler, 
Jr.,  recent  appointees  to  Guate¬ 
mala,  write  vividly  of  new  impres¬ 
sions,  "factory  as  well  as  audio¬ 
visual.”  With  65  per  cent  of  the 
population  full-blooded  Indians,  Dr. 
Bowdler  stated  that  the  full  im¬ 
pact  of  this  fact  cannot  be  grasped 
until  you  see  them  “day  after  day 
padding  barefoot  along  the  streets 
of  the  cities,  with  babies  slung  in 
shawls  over  their  shoulders,  or  sit¬ 
ting  beside  their  produce  in  the 
market."  Dr.  Bowdler  writes  that 
the  response  of  the  churches  to 
evangelism  and  self-support  is 
heartening. 

Fifty-seven  people  made  profes¬ 
sion  of  faith  during  a  six-day  en¬ 
campment  of  the  Bahiana  Baptist 
Convention  held  at  Jaguaquara, 
Bahia,  Brazil.  These  decisions, 
made  during  services  held  each 
evening,  highlighted  the  week  of 
evangelism,  study,  business,  and 
recreation.
